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Rum is a small island measuring about 8 miles by 7, 
situated south of the Isle of Skye. It is the most barren 
and most mountainous of the Outer Hebrides, and contains 
' little in the way of human habitation, the population being 
under 100. The greater part of the island is forest and 
moorland, affording excellent prospects to sportsmen. 
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
